Solus will move from its 
current base in Whitehouse 
Road, Kidderminster, to 
larger premises in Wednes- 
bury. 

Solus, which has 18 sites 
around the country, hopes to 
open the new centre at 
Trident Drive in March. 

General manager Steve 
Hall, who will be in charge at 
the new site, said the 
company had outgrown its 
current base. 

A recruitment drive has 
now been launched for 23 
technicians and 16 front¬ 
line staff. 

Jobs are available for 
panel beaters, body fitters 
and customer service staff. 

Solus, which has won a 
number of industry awards 
for its work, has its head¬ 
quarters at Park Royal, near 
Wembley. 

The firm was founded in 
1997 and is now part of the 
Aviva insurance group. 

Aviva is the world’s sixth- 
largest insurance group and 
was formed by the merger of 
Norwich Union and CGU.

SHOP HI! BY FLOOD 
AFTER METAL THEFT

A TRAVEL agency in Kidderminster is counting the cost 
after being forced to close for two days when metal 
thieves caused a flood by stealing copper piping worth 
just £6. 

At around the same time an empty property was also flooded when metal was stolen from 
the roof. The thefts have been branded “disgusting” by a local councillor who said: “These 
people need to realise the horrendous effect they have on lives and the local economy”. 

A flat above Going Places in Coventry Street was targeted by the thieves, causing water 
to cascade down two floors and out into the street. The thieves took just £6 worth of copper

Debate over 
gipsy sites 'a 
dark episode' 

A LEADING Wyre Forest councillor has 
called hostility to proposed gipsy and trav¬ 
eller sites a “dark episode” in the district’s 
history. 

Councillor Julian Phillips said he feared 
the consultation had brought out the worst 
in some people. He said: “I feel the consulta¬ 
tion period brought out the worst in our 
community in terms of the hostility of some 
towards gypsies and travellers, and to be 
fair, the distrust of some gypsies and trav¬ 
ellers towards the wider community. 

“Sadly this is a global problem that has 
existed for generations and not one that this 
council can solve. It has been a very dark 
episode in Wyre Forest history.” 

Council leader Councillor John Campion 
said he had also had intolerance expressed 
to him during the consultation. 

A cabinet meeting agreed with a recom¬ 
mendation to approve further public consul¬ 
tation on proposals for gipsy and traveller 
pitches on land at three sites, all in Stour- 
ort - one opposite the Gatehouse, one in 
andy Lane and a third in Broach Road. 

It also agreed to drop proposed pitches at 
Clows Top, the former Yieldingtree Packing 
site near Hagley, Hoobrook Industrial 
Estate, Kidderminster, and Wilden Lane, 
between Stourport and Kidderminster.

Chairman of Wyre Forest District Council 
Stephen Clee said: “Incidents like this have 
a massive impact, and for a business to have 
to close because someone has got away with 
a bit of pipework is terrible. 

“It’s saddening that this is going on - and 
the problem is spreading.” 

Pc Atoosa Nasri of West Mercia Police 
said: “We don’t know exactly when the 
Worcester Street incident happened but the 
Coventry Street one was on Tuesday 
evening, when there would have been 
people out and about in the town centre.” 

Going Places spokeswoman Emma 
Knight sadd: “The thieves burst a water pipe 
in the process of stealing the metal, and the 
store had to close for two days while repairs 
were made to the pipe and roof. Fortunately 
there was only minimal damage to the shop 
itself, and it re-opened on Friday. We thank 
customers for their patience.”

Plan for 
sugar site 
to bring 
new jobs 

KIDDERMINSTER’S 
former British Sugar site is 
set to be turned into a thriv¬ 
ing business park, creating 
hundreds of new jobs, 
thanks to an injection of 
Government cash. 

The Wyre Forest area is 
among a string of districts to 
benefit from a share of £15.4 
million from the Growing 
Places Fund that is going to 
the Greater Birmingham 
and Solihull Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership. 

The fund is designed to 
boost economic growth by 
getting the required infra¬ 
structure built to enable the 
creation of new jobs and get 
stalled projects moving. 

Before Christmas devel¬ 
opers St Francis Group 
revealed plans to revamp the 
disused site in Kiddermin¬ 
ster, building more than 300 
homes and a business park 
that could create 400 jobs on 
the 74-acre plot, the largest 
brownfield site in Wyre 
Forest. 

British Sugar shut down 
operations there and sold it 
off in 2002. A final decision 
on which projects will 
receive funding has yet to be 
taken, but the Greater 
Birmingham LEP has been 
in negotiations with local 
authorities and developers 
with a view to beginning 
work this year and a dead¬ 
line of February 24 has been 
set for further applications 
to the first round to be 
received. 

Controversial 
homes built 

A HOUSING estate in Kid¬ 
derminster which sparked 
protests from neighbouring 
residents when the plans 
were unveiled, has opened. 

A total of 71 homes have 
been built at Honeybrook, a 
four-acre site off Puxton 
Drive. 

Residents thought the 
development was unsuitable 
for the area and fought it for 
nearly five years, but it was 
eventually given planning 
permission last year.

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THE 150th anniversary of the Severn Valley 
Railway was marked not by the waving of 
flags, or the running of any special trains. In 
fact, there were no trains. 

Instead, in the depths of the 480-yard long Bewdley 
Tunnel, contractors were doing exactly what their Victo¬ 
rian forerunners did almost exactly 150 years ago - laying 
' down and connecting new 
60ft lengths of track. 

Since the SVR’s festive 
season train services ended 
on January 3rd, the 16-mile 
Kidderminster-to-Bridg- 
north heritage line has been 
on shutdown, engaged on a 
£250,000 civil engineering 
project to cut new drainage 
channels in the tunnel, 
replace and reballast more 
than a third of a mile of 
track, renew signal cabling 
and repair the two sand¬ 
stone portals. 

Holiday 

The work brings the 
railway’s total spend on 
infrastructure renewals 
over the last three and a half 
years, to £1.5 million. 

Engineers have been 
working against the clock to 
get the project completed by 
February 11 when steam 
trains return to the line and 
the SVR becomes fully oper¬ 
ational once again for the 
half-term holiday. 

The official anniversary 
celebrations are on May 19 
and 20. There will be a Victo¬ 
rian weekend and asuport- 
ing attractions.

THE new £10m headquar¬ 
ters for Wyre Forest District 
Council is taking shape at a 
“phenomenal” rate, devel¬ 
opers say. 

Work started on the build¬ 
ing, at Finepoint Business 
Park, Stourport Road, Kid¬ 
derminster, in June and is 
scheduled for completion 
later this year. 

Workers from Thomas 
Vale Construction have com¬ 
pleted work on the ground 
floor slab. Brick and block 
work is also continuing at 
the site along with construc¬ 
tion of the office’s roof. 

Developers said mechani¬ 
cal and electrical installa¬ 
tion at the site was also well 
under way. 

And the main steel frame¬ 
work, completed late last 
year, is now being covered 
with a paint which will 
protect the metal against 
fire for up to an hour. 

Officials said work was 
due to begin on the main 
reception and council 
chamber parts of the new 
building within the next few 
weeks. 

The council expects the 
new building to be up and 
running in June this year 
and around 200 staff will be 
moved to the new HQ. 

Older buildings owned by 
the authority are expected to 
be sold off to raise the cash 
for the new development. 
The authority says having 
services under one roof will 
help save around £500,000 
every year.

Takeovers likely for closed shops 


TAKEOVER deals are in sight for two 
stores in the region that closed when a 
flooring firm went into administration. 

Interested parties have come for¬ 
ward for the Floors-2-Go sites in Brier- 
ley Hill and Great Barr. But 
administrators are still searching for 
someone to take over stores in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Bilston and Walsall. 

They say that the landlords of those 
stores have so far refused offers for the 
leases to be surrendered - meaning 
they could stay unused for months to 
come. 

Administrators Senate Recovery 


said they were in negotiations over 
premises in Pedmore Road, Brierley 
Hill, and Aldridge Road, Great Barr. 

The landlords have surrendered the 
leases for both sites and potential new 
tenants are being lined up, said Jeremy 
Bowden, a director at administrators 
Senate. 

He would not reveal the names of 
the firms that are interested or what 
line of business they are in, for fear of 
jeopardising the deals. 

He said he remained positive that 
the former shops inside furniture store 
Our Place in Loxdale Street, Bilston, 


in Eagle Street, Wolverhampton, and 
in Green Lane, Walsall, would be taken 
over at some point. 

So far there have been no expres¬ 
sions of interest for the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Bilston units. Three inquiries 
were made about Walsall but have not 
developed into a deal. 

Mr Bowden said: “We are hoping 
before long that the premises in Brier- 
ley Hill and Great Barr will be taken 
over. They are going through the 
process at the moment and the indica¬ 
tions are that there are tenants willing 
to take over.” 


Family split over 
shareholder revolt 
at Victoria carpets 


A FORMER director of Kidderminster carpet 
company Victoria says his family has been 
divided over efforts by rebel shareholders to 
take control of the firm. 

Rupert Anton, who was a Victoria director for 
seven years until 2000, opposes a consortium which 
wants current chairman Nikki Beckett and non-exec¬ 
utive director Peter Jensen to quit.

Councils snub bin collection idea 


COUNCILS, including Wyre Forest, 
are refusing to join a Government 
scheme to keep or bring back weekly 
bin collections. 

Local authorities will be able to apply 
for money as part of the £250 million 
scheme to support weekly collections, 
as well as for schemes that reward res¬ 
idents with vouchers for recycling their 
rubbish. 

Funding will also be available for 


facilities with technology that sorts 
waste after it has been picked up. 

Communities Secretary Eric Pickles 
wants to reverse the move towards 
fortnightly rubbish collections. 

Councils in Cannock, Lichfield and 
South Staffs rejected the offer of gov¬ 
ernment funding last year. 

Officials said they were concerned 
that the fund was for a limited period 
and that council taxpayers may be left 


to pick up the cost when the money ran 
out. 

Weekly rubbish collections will not 
return to thousands of homes across 
Wyre Forest either. The district council 
said it was not prepared to invest £lm 
in new trucks. 

The Communities Department said 
a recent survey found two thirds of 
people agreed that the Government 
should mandate weekly collections. 
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£50,000 grant to keep 
cathedral apprenticeship 


A GRANT of £50,000 means 
Worcester Cathedral can con¬ 
tinue to run an apprenticeship 
scheme for young people 
working in the heritage sector. 

The cash is from the Grand Charity of 
Freemasons and its Provincial Lodge of 

W TheGraJdCharity donated £25,000 with 
a pledge to match this with a further 
£25,000 from its Worcestershire members. 

The Cathedral Chapter is committed to 
encouraging young people to become stone¬ 
masons, not only for the good of the cathe¬ 
dral but for the wider conservation of the 
country’s historic stone buildings. 

During the cathedral’s 20-year long 
restoration programme there was always 
one, and often two, apprentice stonema¬ 
sons involved. They were partly funded by 
the Traditional Building Skills Bursary 
Scheme, but this funding has ended. 

A spokesman said there was £lm worth 
of repair and conservation work to be done 
to the cathedral fabric over the next five 
years. The work would provide excellent 
tradning for an apprentice. 

The Very Reverend Peter Atkinson said 
“The Chapter of Worcester Cathedral is 
very grateful to the Grand Charity for their 
generous donation towards the support of 
an apprentice stonemason. 

“We are grateful to the support we con¬ 
tinue to receive from many sections of the 
community towards the continuing task of 
keeping this magnificent building in good 
repair.”

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Traders in parking charges appeal 


BUSINESS leaders have called for two 
hours’ free parking in Midland town 
centres to try to revive struggling high 
streets. 

Traders also called for more redevel¬ 
opment of town centres to halt their 
declines and stop them becoming 
“ghost towns”. 

Henry Carver, chairman of the 
Wolverhampton Business Group, 
renewed calls for a rethink on parking 
costs across the region. 

The group recently called for 
reduced charges and Wolverhampton 
City Council is planning to cut prices at 


some car parks to as low as 5 Op am hour 
from April. 

Mr Carver said: “There is an 
appalling trend on empty shops. It 
won’t be reversed until we get free 
parking for two hours and until 
derelict buildings, which blight the 
city, Eire cleaired.” 

In Dudley, which has the largest 
number of empty shops in the country 
for a medium sized town, trader Alan 
Caswell, who runs the Arcade Toy 
Shop, sadd: “I don’t doubt the council is 
trying to reverse the trend but it is 
looking in the wrong places. Parking 


needs to be improved here to encour¬ 
age people to come shopping.” 

In Kidderminster, 16 per cent of 
shops are empty - which is the national 
average. 

Businesses called on each other to 
work together. Anne Ward, pairtner of 
Addison O’Haire Solicitors in Lichfield 
Street, Wadsall, sadd firms should not 
pamic. 

She added: “It’s disheartening but 
not surprising. Reviewing the parking 
and making it attractive to people 
would help. Working together, we can 
reverse what’s happening.”

Access in Dudley say the plans by 
transport authority Centro are a 
blatant attempt to scade back the door- 
to-door service. 

Ring and Ride users are being asked 
to fill in a form and provide copies of 
prescriptions and other documents to 


prove they cannot use conventional 
public transport. 

Access in Dudley chairman Tina 
Boothroyd said: “Without the service 
or with a significantly reduced service, 
many Ring and Ride users will effec¬ 
tively be confined at home or having to 
rely on others for their travel needs.” 

She believes the questionnaire will 
be used to reduce the level of service. 

“We believe Centro is blatantly 


attempting to reduce the Ring and 
Ride funding.” 

People who get benefits because of 
disability or are aged 85 are automati¬ 
cally eligible to use the door-to-door 
bus service provided by West Midlands 
Special Needs Tramsport. 

Centro spokesman Steve Swingler 
said: “We can assure people there is no 
change whatsoever about who can and 
carnnot use Ring and Ride.”

A FORMER bank manager 
who dedicated his spare time 
to helping people has died.

Mr Miles managed what is now the 
NatWest branch in Church Street, 
Oldbury, for eight years. 

His wife Samuelle said: “He loved 


the Black Country, and his charity 
work was his way of giving back to the 
community.” 

Mr Snow was a member of the GWR 
4150 Club, which raises money to 
restore a Great Western Railway loco¬ 
motive for the Kidderminster to Bridg¬ 
north line. 

He realised an ambition when he 
travelled by train from Sandwell and 
Dudley station to Hong Kong by train 
in May 1995. 

More than 150 people attended his 
funeral in Birmingham on January 9.

THE parents of a brave 19-month-old boy battling 
leukaemia are “over the moon” to have him back at home 
following a life-saving bone marrow transplant. 

Charlie Harris Beard, of Kidderminster, spent three 
months in hospitad as his family faced a race against time to 
search for a donor after tests discovered that none of them 
was a suitable match. He underwent the transplant using 
stem cells from an American baby’s umbilical cord on 
October 18. 

He is now back in the arms of his parents Fiona Harris 
and Joe Beard, who had to endure a painful wait while their 
son was kept in isolation at Birmingham Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal and fought an infection over Christmas. His father Joe 
Beard says they are “over the moon” to have him back. 

He added: “When a transplant match came through we 
said it was like 100 Christmases rolled into one for us. Now 
he’s home, that number can’t be counted.” 

Region's firms hope 
for contracts on HS2 

COMPANIES with offices in the West Midlands are on a 
shortlist of consultants to develop and design the HS2 rail 
link between Birmingham and London. 

The package is worth £350 million, with £200m of that 
covering structural and civil engineering design. 

The project is being broken down into five main parts 
including the route into Birmingham. Firms with West Mid¬ 
lands offices shortlisted for various parts of the project 
include Mott MacDonald, Atkins, Arup and Capita 
Symonds. 

The firm developing the new high-speed line from 
London to Birmingham has also started recruiting follow¬ 
ing the Government’s decision to go ahead. It is taking on 
around 90 initially for the engineering, design and environ¬ 
mental work. 

The £32 billion project is expected to create 8,000 jobs in 
the West Midlands at two new stations in Birmingham.

Incinerator costs 
could rise to £lbn 


THERE has been little publicity on the real costs of the 
Hartlebury Waste Incinerator. A capital cost of £120 million 
is the figure quoted in the media, but in the Outline Busi¬ 
ness Case the capital cost alone is put at £166 million. 
However this is chicken feed compared with the overall cost 
for the 12 years of the contract. Looking at the total costs of 
other Private Finance Initiative projects, the cost to the 
council could be around £1 billion. 

There is an annual fee payable to the developers, like a very 
expensive mortgage. Other changes could increase costs, 
such as a rise in interest rates or changes in taxation. 
Whatever the inspector recommends, councillors and MPs 
should lobby Eric Pickles to turn down the planning appli¬ 
cation which would force Mercia Waste and the county 
council to look at cheaper and more flexible alternatives for 
waste treatment. Council tax payers should not be lum¬ 
bered with this expensive monstrosity.

Anniversary celebrates 
golden age of steam 


STEAM railway enthusi¬ 
asts in the Midlands have 
been celebrating a land¬ 
mark anniversary. 

The first train ran on the Severn 
Valley Railway 150 years ago and 
the first passengers hopped aboard 
on February 1,1862. 

That first train went from 
Worcester to Shrewsbury but these 
days it extends 16 miles from Kid¬ 
derminster to Bridgnorth. 

It is no longer in the commercial 
transport business. A paid staff of 
about 70 are responsible for admin¬ 
istration and commercial activities 
and about 250,000 passengers use 
the line each year. 

Official celebrations to mark the 
150th anniversary will be held in 
May. 

Mike York, director of Severn 
Valley Railway Holdings, said: “It 
was never the most popular of 
railway lines and was not the most 
successful as a commercial opera¬ 
tion.

“It relied as much on fate as it did 
on regular passengers.” 

The original Severn Valley line 
linked Hartlebury, near Droitwich, 
with Shrewsbury, a distance of 40 
miles. 

Locomotives and rolling stock 
were borrowed and the line was 
absorbed into the Great Western 
Railway in the 1870s. In 1878 a link 
line was constructed from Bewdley 
to Kidderminster. 

That enabled trains to run 
directly from the West Midlands. 

The Severn Valley line was never 
financially successful. 

During the Great Western days 
the pattern of services remained 
similar, with usually four passenger 
tradns per day in each direction, and 
a few more on the section south of 


Bridgnorth. Freight traffic, which 
was mostly agricultural or coal 
from the Highley area, was the 
principad source of revenue. 

The advent of the lorry in the 
1930s spelled disaster, although the 
line was strategically useful in the 
Second World War. 

Bridgnorth town councillor 
Brian Jones, who was the railway’s 
civil engineer between 1972 and 
1982, said: “In 1947, when the rail¬ 
ways were nationalised, it became 
part of British Railways until 
November 1963 when it closed due 
to the Dr Beeching cuts. 

“The SVR Society opened in July 
1965 and it took five years of nego¬ 
tiations to get the five-mile line 
between Bridgnorth and Kidder¬ 
minster open.” 

The line has featured in a 
number of films including Can- 
dleshoe, starring David Niven, and 
was used for the Sherlock Holmes 
blockbuster, A Game of Shadows.

Network offers help to keep warm 


THE Warmer Worcestershire Network 
has been supporting Worcestershire 
communities to keep warm and well in 
the cold snap. 

The network is made up of public and 
voluntary organisations including 
Worcestershire County Council, public 
health, district councils, Age UK, Act 
on Energy and Herefordshire and 
Worcestershire Fire and Rescue 
Service. 

The network is developing a range of 
projects, with funding from the 
Department of Health, to support 
Worcestershire residents during colder 


weather. The projects include training 
for front-line staff to spot the signs of 
fuel poverty and to make referrals. 
Also, residents receiving support serv¬ 
ices in the home through the public or 
voluntary sectors will have the option 
to be referred for further energy advice 
and support to help keep their home 
warm and the bills down. 

In addition, temporary emergency 
heaters for vulnerable people are avail¬ 
able if heating systems fail. 

And there is a free energy advice 
phone line including home visits deliv¬ 
ered by Act on Energy, the local energy 


charity. The projects also include a 
phone alert system for vulnerable 
people when cold weather is on the 
way, and free cavity wall and loft insu¬ 
lation for residents over 60, until the 
end of 2012 while funding lasts. 

And existing home from hospital serv¬ 
ices offered by the British Red Cross 
are to be extended. 

A spokesman said the aim was to keep 
people warm.

Wheelwright Ced 
wants to pass on 
craftsman skills 


MASTER wheelwright Ced 
Lewis is one of only a small 
number of craftsmen still 
practising the ancient tradi¬ 
tion. 

But now he wants to pass on his 
knowledge to an apprentice to help 
keep the craft alive for future genera¬ 
tions. 

Twice a week the 83-year-old retired 
engineer volunteers at a Midland 
museum where he works on a collec¬ 
tion of gypsy caravans. 

He uses his woodworking and spe¬ 
cialist wheelwright skills to restore 
exhibits and over the years he has 
honed his talents to make wheels for 
carriages and other horsedrawn vehi¬ 
cles. 

Mr Lewis, from Penn, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, has been volunteering at Worces¬ 
tershire County Museum in 
Hartlebury near Kidderminster for 
more than 20 years. 

But after celebrating his 83rd birth¬ 
day last week, he has decided that it is 
the right time to find an apprentice to 
work beside him to learn the craft. 

“I do a lot of the repair and restora¬ 
tion work at the museum and it is 
becoming a bit strenuous. 

“We want to protect the craft of 
wheelwrighting and Eire looking for 
someone who is interested in taking up 
and lesirning about wheelwrighting. 

“It is Em ancient craft which is grad¬ 
ually disappearing.” 

Interested 

His latest project has been creating 
a bow top gypsy caravan called Bita 
Rawni - Romani for “the little 
princess” - from scratch. So far he has 
spent nearly 400 hours on it. 

Although he hopes to lighten his 
workload with the help of his appren¬ 
ticeship, he has no plans to give up any 
time soon. 

“There’s enough work to keep me 
busy for the next 20 to 30 yeEirs,” he 
added. 

The apprenticeship is a voluntary 
role and anyone interested in finding 
out more csm call the museum’s devel¬ 
opment and partnerships manager 
Robin Hill on 01299 250416.

He said legal action was being consid¬ 
ered but sill options were still open to 
the firm. 

“Clearly to make this company 
respond is going to require something 


tougher than we have done so far,” he 
said. 

Agency staff surveyed the rubbish to 
compile a report for the firm. 

Meix Rawson and his wife Marine 
attended the event as they said they 
could see the “eyesore” from their 
home in Carder Drive, Brierley Hill. 

The company shreds waste, turning 
rubbish into fuel. The firm declined to 
comment.

Council strips flats of carpet

A COUNCIL raided a row of flats 
in Stourbridge and stripped the 
landings of carpets and pot 
plants in a health and safety drive. 

People living in the nine blocks of low rise 
flats in South Road, Stourbridge - many of 
them elderly - are outraged and upset after 
the move. They watched as the carpets and 
plants they had tended in the communal 
areas for years were taken outside. 

And some of the plants disappeared 
quickly as passers-by took advantage of the 
windfall and took them away. 

Dudley Council had warned some of the 
36 council tenants and flat owners in a letter 
dated January 5, sent on behalf of the 
housing manager for Norton, to remove 
items such as furniture, carpets, curtains 
and plants - except for those in non-flamma¬ 


ble pots - within 14 days or face having them 
taken away. 

“It’s ridiculous - health and safety gone 
berserk,” said 81-year-old Beryl Haden, 
whose carpet she had fitted in the corridor 
outside her flat more than 20 years ago was 
among the victims of the council raid. 

“They say the carpet could be a fire 
hazard - but there hasn’t been a fire here. 

“Now I’m worried that if we mop the floor 
in the hallway it could leave it slippery.” 

Councillor Adrian Turner said: “Items of 
furniture and personal belongings left in 
communal areas or on landings, which are a 
potential hazard and could cause an 
obstruction in the event of an emergency are 
being removed. Properly fitted carpets have 
not been removed and where loose carpets 
have been removed we will address concerns 
around potential slippery floors.”

And they warned council¬ 
lors they would continue to 
fight to get the kind of 
market place built that they 
feel was suitable. Councillor 
Malcolm Davis, who has

backed the campaign, told 
the committee: “If it wasn’t 
for this petition then the 
original plans would have 
been railroaded through. 
These traders are profes¬ 
sionals who know their stuff 
and this council must 
listen.” 

Under the plans the 
market place would be 
revamped and new stalls 
with canopies would be 
installed. 

Reduced 

The number of stalls 
would be reduced from the 
current 74 pitches but space 
would be provided so tempo¬ 
rary stalls could be brought 
in on busy days. 

Trader Len Lenihan, who 
runs a furnishings store on 
the market, said a group of 
stallholders would work 
with the council on new 
designs. Councillor Angus 
Adams said: “We have come 
to an agreement over the 
basic layout.”
